sels sugar conference two years hence.

ties on exports if England had 
not 


promised to close her market to boun- 
ty-paid sugar, which .was done to se- 
cure ihe abolition of subsidies which 
wore destroying the production of the 
West Indies. 


•If England should -withdraw would 


trie Brussels conference collapee and 
the bounty system bo re-established? 
ThLa Js not certain. It was a heavy 
drain on the treasuries of the leading 
beet-producing 
countries, and, -they 


might not return to the system. Be- 
sides, It Involved dear sugar at home 
to promote exportation, and 
tho dom- 


estic consumers may refuse to go back 
to the former plan. 


It la-not impossible that England's 


withdrawal would be followed by a re- 
turn to the common-sense plan of let- 
ting the beet-sugar industry, llge oth- 
ers, take cnre of itself, and manufact- 
ure and sell at homo or abroad without' 
Intervention or fostering by tho Gov- 
ernments. 1C all should refuse bounties 
Lho sugrar buslno33 would do relatively 
as well as if all paid! them, and a vast 
sum of money would'bo saved. 


Thus far Jn the competition between 


bee'Li and cane the advantage has been 
with the former, partly because the 
beet-growing countries .until recently 
stimulated production by governmental 
aids. In a probably greater degree the 
advantage of beet sugar has been due 
to Its manufacture in the advanced, 
rich arrd enterprlolng countries of lha 
temperate zone. Cane sugar was for- 
merly the production of slave labor, 
and while that Is no longer available 
the cultivation of the cane and 
the 


production of tho sugar ia rarely 
rlecl on with the science, the capital 
and the efficient labor applied 
In the 


commercial . nations. What has been 
done in some cane-growing regions to 
Increase the production and reduce tho 
waste in manufacture shows that c-ane 
sugar could at least hold its own -with 
beet, and! perhaps do better than that, 
If the methods applied to beet culture 
and the making of beet supar were ap- 
plied to growing cano and the making 
of cane sugar.
